A ray of sunshine has also fallen 


on British arms at sea. The great 
.German submarine 
base 
at Zee- 


brugge and the naval stronghold at 
Wilhelmshaven have been assaulted 
from sea and air, apparently with 
notable success. Zeebrugge is an ab- 
solutely artificial harbor, called into 
existence on the flat sandy coast of 
Belgium, by the exigency of sub- 
-marine warfare and practically de- 
pending on its-being on a great mole.

ESCAPlD PRISONERS TELL OF INHUMAN 


^TREATMENT BY THE GERMAN OFFICERS 


(Associated Press Correspondence) 
With the British Armies-In France, May 1—Three British soldiers, 


who have just succeeded in escaping from a German prison camp a few 
miles back of the fighting1 lines," tell a pitiable story of their treatment 
by the enemy. They declared, there was a great deal of sickness in 
the earnp due to fatigue and privation.. 


"If we sfimved the slightest disposition to get sick," said one of the 


men to the-.correspondent of the Associated Press today, "we^ were 
either thr-afiicd'.witK,whips or struck ""wittrtne-butt end of a rifle.'-' 


Althous'd this soldier had been in enemy hands only/three months he 


had dropped .in weight from 182 pounds to 108. 
He was a living skele- 


ton. -His feet had. been'frozen and were gangrenous for lack of treat- 
ment. 
The inen had neither overcoats nor blankets during the coldest 


weather of the winter. 
When captured during a raid they wore 


leather jackets. 
These the 'Germans took away from them immedi- 


ately. 
They also stripped the rubber lining 'from their shrapnel hel- 


mets and took away their regimental badges for the brass that was in 
them. 
. 
- 


One of the men during the perilous trip across No Man's Land at the 


end of the escape, was badly wounded. For .food the prisoners re- 
ceived daily a quarter loaf of bread, one plate of thin soup and about 
every second day a cup of coffee substitute. 
On a few occasions they 


had a bit of meat about the size of a lump of sugar. Recently the 
men were compelled to work so near the front that they came under 
shell fire from-the British guns. 
This was an exceptional instance, 
however, they said. 


The French prisoners, on the other hand, are constantly employed 
.just back of the fighting line and suffer many casualties. 
In the 


camp, however, the French prisoners were better treated than the Eng- 
lish. It was strange to hear this story in view of the sleek appear- 
ance of the German prisoners in English hands, all well fed, Avell nour- 
ished, paid for their bits of labor and permitted to buy comforts at the 
canteens under the same conditions as the Tommies.

The passing of Joseph 
Benson 


Foraker-is the subject of comment in 
the Philadelphia Record which re- 


" lers to the prominence of Ohioans in 
national, affairs in times past and de- 
clares: "Still, Ohio need not despair. 
It is a great state even though the 
•rest of the country no longer looks 
to it for Presidential timber." 


What does 
the 
record expect? 


Does it think that Ohio should fur- 
nish all of the Presidents? It has 
been several years since Ohio sent a 
man to the White House but we have 
in mind one who is eminently fitted 
for the place in 1920 and who will 
very likely receive due consideration 
in the Democratic national conven- 
tion three years hence. 


It is interesting to note what the 


Record has to say about some of the 
Ohio men who have been consnicu- 
ous in our national 
life. For ex- 


ample: 


The death of ex-Senator Foraker 


removes practically the last of the 
remarkable group of politicians and 
soldiers who for half a century made 
Ohio the most potent State of 
the 


Union, rivaling Virginia in its earlier 
days as the mother of Presidents and 
men of mark. The civil war brought 
most of these leaders to the front, 
and back of that^were the invigorat- 
ing influences oflpioneer days, which 
seem to have been particularly fav- j 
orable to the formation 
of strong' 


characters and sturdy bodies. 
With 
/the passing of the log -cabin and the 
development of urban life much of 
the old-time vigor appears to have 
left the sons of the Buckeye State, 
which has passed into a condition of 
temporary political eclipse. 


The three most successful gener- 
als on the Union side 
during 
the 


•war, Grant. Sherman and Sheridan, 
were all natives of Ohio, and after 
Grant's two terms in .ths 
White 


House that State continued to hold 
the Presidency with Hayes, Garfield, 
Harrison (born in Ohio, but hailing 
from Indiana), "MeKinley and Taft, 
a remarkable line extending 
over 


more than 40 years and broken only 
by the terms of Cleveland and Roose- 
vert as chosen Executives. 
Aside 


from Ohio Presidents, all Republi- 
cans, by the way. that State fur- 
nished such 
leading 
politicians as 


John Sherman, Mark Hanna and Al- 
len G. Thurman (a Democrat), not 
to mention two Chief Justices. Chase 
and Waite, besides a host of smaller 
fry-It is curious to note how complete- 
ly the scepter of political power has 
passed from this once so influential 
Commonwealth. When ex-President 
Taft finished his term of office he 
shook the dust of 
Ohio 
from his 


feet and became a citizen of Con- 
necticut. 
Ex-Senator Theodore Bur- 


ton, who was presented to the Re-, 
publican National Convention last 
year as the Buckeye favorite son for 
the 
Presidential 
nomination, 
has 


similarly renounced his native State 
and moved to New York to become 
a bank president. . . . Its single 
politician widely known beyond its 
•borders is Secretary of War, Baker, 
and he is a native of West Virginia. 
In justice we should add Brand 
Whitlock. though it may be said that 
he has achieved 
greater 
fame in 


diplomacy and in 
letters 
than in 


politics.

Considering the wealth, population 


and territory, more than 90 per cent 
of the world is at war. Roughly 
speiikiiig, SO per cent represents the 
.lilies and 10 per cent 
the 
Central 


Powers. The remaining 10 per cent 
represents the neutrals. The total 
wealth of the world is estimated at 
$700,000.000.000. 
About $550,000,- 


000.000 belongs to the allies. $110.- 
000,000.000 to the Central Powers, 
$40,000,000.000 to the neutrals. 


The wealth of the United States is 


about $250,000,000,000, nearly one 
naif of the total wealth of the allies, 
more than one third 
of the total 


wealth of the whole world. 


The total populatian of the world 


In round numbers is 1, 750,000.000. 
The allied nations have about 1,410,- 
000.000 people, the Central Powers 
164.000,000, the neutrals 176,000,- 
000. 


The allies control upward of 40,- 


000,000 square miles of territory, the 


entral powers a little less than 


3.000,000 square miles, the neutrals 
a little less than 
10,000,000 miles. 


An Eastern financial publication sug- 


ests 
that 
allied airplanes drop 


pamphlets containing these figures 
among the German soldiers and the 
German people as one very effective 
way of hastening the .end of the war. 


Certainly such an exposition of the 


odds against 
the 
German people 


ought to impress

with

riniinal stupidity of their 
rulers, 


whose policies have forced the great- 
er part of the 
civilized world to 


make war against them. In the whole 
history of the world, there has been 
no tragedy more terrible than the 
betrayal of the German people by the 
rulers to whom they have given such 
oyal devotion.

CHINA IN THE WAR. 


(Cleveland Plain Dealer.) 


The demand of the Chines parlia- 


ment and cabinet that war be form- 
ally declared between the Chinese 
•epublic and the 
imperial 
German 


overnment is more important than 


may appear on the surface. China is 
not a warlike nation, and Chinese 
)elligerency has been generally re- 
garded as soley a paper war. Now it 
s to clear that the military leaders of 
:he orient*! democracy contemplate 
nothing less tha« actual participation 
n the European struggle. 


There is still some mystery as to 


whether the Chinese statesmen were 
at the start urged toward belliger- 
jncy by the Japanese or have decided 
n favor of war despite Japanese op- 
position. The fact that , China now 
contemplates war on a more prac- 
tical scale than Japan herself leads to 
he belief that the war spirit, if it was 
'irst aroused by Japanese instigators. 
has outrun the Japanese intent. It is 
unlikely that the Tokio government 
s desirous that China play a more 
mportant part in the world conflict 
than Japan herself. 


By active participation in the war 
hina might hope to place the Euro- 
pean nations under a debt of grati- 
;ude which would assure Chinese in- 
dependence in the future. 
The en- 


tente has strongly declared against 
unjust appropriation of the land of 
weak nations. 
At the beginning of 


the •war China was suffering bitter 
and 
cruel 
humiliation 
in three 


quarters. Russia was assimilating 
Mongolia. Great Britain was taking 
jreliminary steps toward 
the gob- 


jling of Tibet, and Japan was trans- 
'orming Manchuria into a province of 
Nippon. The war brought the Rus- 
sian and British aggressions 
to an 


end. but it gave Japan an opportun- 
ty to extend her claims and enforce 
IST demands. Until the 
death of 


Yuan Shih Kai it appeared that China 
was doomed to 
complete Japanese 


domination. 


The Japanese menace remains, but 


the Russian and British threats will 
probably not be renewed. Territorial 
iggression is no part of the policy of 
:he new Russia. Britain, influenced 
by the Russian example, may desist 
"roni her advance in Tibet. By actual- 
ly placing her men and resources at 
the disposal of the entente; China 
would strengthen her position meas- 
urably. She would be in a position 
to demand the cessation of European 
aggrandizement. 
She could enforce 


no such demand against Japan, but 
she might well hope that the in- 
fluence of her own and Japan's Euro- 
pean allies would greatly modify the 
Japanese position and restore free- 
dom of action to the Chinese in their 
work of modernizing the realm and 
laying a firm and 
free foundation 


for the working out of China's proper 
destiny. 


So it may be seen that if China 


formally enters the war it will be 
much more than a mere academic ex- 
pression 
of sympathy with the en- 


tente cause. That purpose has al- 
ready been served by the severing of 
diplomatic relations with Germany. If 
China actually fights she will be in- 
telligently and perhaps profitably 
fighting for her own future.

Sunday 


schools, but he had not gone far 
when he heard a boy call out: 'Mis- 
ter. I have not told you the entire 
story. He rose again.' 


"We do not worship a dead Christ 


but

Jesus, he was not subject to the laws 
of birth, death or gravitation. 


"You eliminate the Christian re- 


ligion and I tell you science will be 
no nearer solving the problems of 
this universe.

ery mayor of every city should be a 
consecrated Christian man."
